Applicant's arguments filed 8/25/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's argument that "a straight body portion" is being misconstrued is noted but 
not found persuasive. Applicant alleges that because claims 10 and 1 1 are allowed, claims 12 and 
13 should also be allowed because claims 12 and 13 used the same seed crystal as claim in 
claims 10 and 11. Claims 10 and 1 1 are currently allowed because the closest prior, Abe et al, 
teaches using a conical seed without performing necking operations. Abe et al teaches away from 
using the seed and performing necking operations because the conical seed is specifically 
designed to eliminate the need for a necking operation, thus claims 10 and 1 1 are allowable. 
Claims 12 and 13 are rejected because the use of a conical seed and growing a single crystal 
without necking is taught by Abe et al. The reasons for indicating claim 10 and 1 1 allowable is 
the combination of the seed crystal with necking operations. Claims 12 and 13 lack this 
allowable subject matter. 

Applicant's argument that the seed crystal has been allowed in US Patent 6,670,036 is 
noted but is not found persuasive. The fact that the seed crystal has been allowed in another 
application Examined by another does not cure that fact that the seed crystal would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in view of Abe et al. The prior art teaches a seed crystal 
with a conical shape, which is used to produce a crystal without necking operations, as required 
by applicant.
